I have often considered what the real du- 
ty.of my countrymen is, at the present 
distressing time. ‘The first great duty of 
every person is, to obey the laws of the 
‘country from which he receives his protec- 
Aton ; and in compliance with this, I declare 
the embargo a very wise measure ; be- 
cause, as there is no trade, money will di- 
minish, and it will bring every office-bear- 
er, and all professions, even to the mechan- 
ic and laborer, to a reasonable compensation 
for their several services. I have often re- 
Rected at the sect of the methods among 
christians, who make a free-will offering 
of their service to guide man to heaven ; 
and yet we have not a single public officer, 
not even the president, who will give us 
a single word of advice or direction ; nor 
our legislature make a law, howsoever bur- 


‘shareamne, not an oppressive turnpike, nor a 


needless bank, without being paid. 
The human mind has been wonderfully 


-extended and enlarged by the novelties of 


the scenes that have passed in such quick 
succession on the continentof Europe. In 
our country, the gigantic strides we have 
taken, have been rewarded with the most 
I shall enumerste a few, 
to shew their diminutiveness if comparison 
to the embargo; in comparison to this, 
what is the purchase of Louisiana, a coun- 
try so large as to be undefined in longitude 
or latitude, height or depth, and this for the 
inconsiderabie sum of 15,000,000 Dollars ; 
the taking away the judiciary ; the dismis- 
sion, and "sale of our army and fleets ; and 
the acquisition of the naval armament of 
gunboats; the arrival of Tom Paine ; 
or the giving Albert Gallatin the key o7 our 
Treasury ? I say, compared with the glori- 
ous embargo, they are but.as the drop of 
the bucket, to the North River. 

It may, I presume, be moderately said, 
that no country has so generally embraced 
a proposiiion cf such vast m arnitude and 
utility, with so little noise or dissention ; 
hot even when Buonzparte created himself 
emperor, and fer fear of being out-hon- 
oured, andto do his nationthe greatest pos- 
sible yood, afierwards made himself a king 
Since, then, this gigantic stride is tahken, 
it wili be prudent cursorily to glance atthe 
Rreat advantage it ay answer some parts 
of society. 

The merchant who owes large sums to 
Europe, has the satitfaction of kecping the 
money, since he diye not venture cut 1 
America with specie or produce ; of course 
he cannot be called dishonest, because “a 
only acts in conformit, to the laws;

The 
great monied merchants will not feel any 
disadvantage, but reap a certain emolu- 
ment from this wise act. Itis assuredly 
no harm to soul or body, to cheat England; 
as to France, that is not in question, because 
they have [ believe sequestcred cnough to 
pay themselves if we had owed them any 
money; at least, the all-contribution-lay- 
er Bonaparte, would not forget his part. 
These outward relations have some plea of 
excuse ; but our inward may not be so ea- 

sily dispensed with ; forour merchants and 
ae Be rich men, unless merciful, will be as 
anxious to collect from their creditors now 
as heretofore : but why not! the embargo 
has secured us property enough to pay all 
our own contracts. 

It has been observed, that a nation, which 
owes only itself, can never be poor; ours 
is preciscly in that situation. The first of- 
ficer in government must have thought well 
on that subject ; so likewise those of the 
different departments ; clse how can they 
expect wages ? Ifthe circulating medium 
of trade be altogether annihilat ed, produce 
must supply its place. This the etnbargo 
secures. The Prcsident’s ie gu being 
25,000 Dollars per annum, if wheat be one 
dollar per bushel, then he must receive in- 
stead of 25,000 dollars, the same number 
of bushels ‘of wheat, or of other things in 
proportion. 
quantity, would take 800 waggons. But 
from what state or states, is this to be 
collected? There are, besides, the other 
ollicers of government, and the congress to 
be paid. A gentleman living 7 or 800 
miles from the seat of government, would 
be somewhat nonplussed to carry home his 
wages in produce, when perhaps he arriv- 
ed there by stage ; this might be more ea- 
sily effected by establishing granaries in 
every state, from whence its members 
might be supplied. There is one objection 
to this mode ;—-the members must contract 
debts of different kinds, which might great- 
ly incommode the landlord, tayler, barber, 
&c, to be at the trouble of receiving their 
pay In produce atso great a distance. In 
Sweden, where debts are paid in cepper 


‘coin, asmall debt requires a wheelbarrow 


to carry the money. What would a consid- 
erable debt require in our mode? Howev- 
cr, this would em ploy a great number of 
teamste rs) and they v owld want grain for 
their families and teams. All this may go 
well at “first ; ; but either there may not be 
graunaries suficient to hold the grain, and 
other commodities, for even a man might 
lave too much tobacco (although he used 
it himself) if paicl in that kind of produce, 
ant so of other things. This will make of- 
céis naturally Jessen their wares, and would

not be a bad schenre to lessen the numbe:

well as their wages, of which Patriot ic ace 

the president, and the mayorci New-York, 
ought to set the rest an heroic example. 

If other nations let us alone, we shall soom 

be obliged to remain a harmless peopic, 
sinking gradrally to a state of nature, which 
some sage Philosophers have of late re- 
commended; and aebhredly it is no con- 
temptible thing to be a savage —The em- 
bargo, in the hand of our philosophic presi- 
dent, wilibe an excetlent method, to en- 
courage us to embrace a savage life, which, 
should we luckily arrive at, our poster- 
ity might be hunted by dogs, as the In- 
dians of South America: this would not 
injure us, as we ate not bound to look so 
far, or trouble our heads about posterity. 
The steps by which we may arrive at such 
a desirable state, must be by easy approxi- 
mations. The inctéase of horses, cattle, 
sheep, hogs, kc. willbe obvious. We can- 
not consume them.ourselves; nor use all 
the horses; neither suffer foreigners to 
touch them. ‘The mechanics may subsist 
in a short time from day to day} in the 
first instance they will be led by their love 
for the embargo tolower their prices: for 
it is cbvious, there will not be the same call 
for labor; many,°T Know, have stopped 
building, others furl up one plough—and 
some more wear clothes and bad shoes. 
Luxury always enctéase¢the number and 
kinds of mechanicarts; but in the state to 
which we are inclising, there is one solita- 
tary exception, that is the silver smith; 
because in that free, unconfined state, I 
have observed the savage tobe delightes! 
vith boring »and hanzing banbles at theiv 
noses; slashing and stretching their cars, 
and adorning likewisé wearing 
plates and rings, &c. on_their arms, god 
fingers, as well as on other parts of their 
bodies. 

I foresee some danger in passing from 
our present state to that desirable one ; for 
a passage from one extreme of society to 
the cther, must go through an_ intermedi- 
ate one, which may be tetined a state of 
Barbarism, when Bandittis assemble to, rob, 
the Assassin to murder, the Adulterert to 
defile, and the Marauder to spoil. I cannot 
persuade myself, that all will be equally 
mild, gentle and condescending vo enter 
upon another mode of living; habit is 
something in the way, resolution may be 
wanting; and indeed every one is not u- 
like concerned for the public good to com- 
nly. Were Ito give my advice I think it 
prudent as much as possible todefer this to 
the rising ecneration. ‘The Spartan mode 
might be first introduced, and the 
broth and bean soup of Lycurgus would be

it was not expected, in this age, that na- 
tions so honorably distinguished by their 
advances in science and civilization, would 
suddenly cast away the esteem they had 
merited from the world, and revolting from 


the empire of morality, assume a character 


in history, which all the tears of their pos- 
terity will never wash from its pages. But, 
during this delirium of waring powers, the 
ocean having become a field of lawless vio- 
lence; a suspension of our navigation, for a 
time, was equally necessary to avoid con- 
test, or enter it with advantange. This 
measure will indeed produce some tempo- 
rary inconvenience ; but promises lasting 
good, hy promoting among ourselves the 
establishment of manufactures hitherto 
sought abroad, at the risk of collisions no 
longer regulated by the laws of reason or 
morality. 

T. is to be lamented that any of our citi- 
zcns, not thinking with the mass of the na- 
tion as to the principles of our government 
or of its administration, end secing alll its 
proceedings with a prejudiced eye, should 
#0 misconceive and misrepresent our situa- 
HON as LO eNCcgurage Oppression from foreign 
nations. Qur expectation is that their dis- 
tempered views will be understood by oth- 
ers as they are by ourselves. But shoyld 
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equence of these delusions; 
vi dissatisfied citizens find 
atonement ently in the blood of our sounder 
brethren, we, must meet itas an evil neces. 
sarily flowing from that liberty of speaking 
and wring, which ruards our other liber. 
ules; and 1 have entire confidence in the 
assurances that your ardor willbe anbinated 
in the conflicts brought on, by co 

tions of the necessity, honor, and j 
our cause.

Your Answer to the Delegates of the 
Democratic Republicans of Philadelphia, 
published in Jast Friday’s Aurora, has just 
come forward, and requires some remarks, 
addressed to the Author. 

If it were proper, on an occasion of this 
sort, to notice defects of language, there 
would be no difficulty in shewing that your 
style is more vicious and more obscure than 
usual: but the important mattercouched be- 
hind your obscurities calls for serious atten- 
tion. You have thought fit to descend from 
your elevated rank, for the purpose of ca- 
lumniating a portion of your fellow-citi- 
zens. ‘they have, therefore, the right to 
demand an explanation. Be assured that 
the day of reckoning approaches, and re- 
ly on it, you shall not be permitted, by 
shifting off the weight of your own miscon- 
duct upon others, to elude responsibility. 
You assert that apart of the American 
people, which you describe in such manner 
as to pointout the lederalists, have by their 
misrepresentations encouraged aggression 
from foreign nations. Now, Sir, you are 
distinctly called on to designate the instance. 
You are not to shut yourself up in official 
dignity. Every right and every pretence 
of that sort vanished the moment you made 
this newspaper attack. If you had thought 
proper to risk so heavy a charge in one of 
your Messages to Congress, it would have 
been competent to that body to call for m- 
formation and institute inguiry : ©: Cot 
sequence it woukl have been improper for 
individuals to interfere in the arrangements 
they might adopt. You have not pursued 
this path ; and your reascps are easily une 
derstood ; but they shall not be explained 
here, so that you may asyign any you think 
most agreeable tg your party. But since 
your charge is delivered to the ciuzcns 0! 
the United States thropyh the medium ofa 


newspaper, they have the right to cali for a 


specification of the fects and evidet.ce to 
support them. ‘This qi, Sir, 1s now mace. 
It shall be repeated. You certainly are 
not to learn the con;!usion from your st 
lence, should you decline io answer. You 


must knew that he who charges his neigh- 
tour with a crime and fails to produce the 
proof, when properly called on, must be 
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a 
¢onsidered by every honest, impartial man, 


‘as having advanced a calumniating fulse- 


food. You may perhaps belicve, what 
‘your flatterers will not fail to say, that your 
‘popularity secures you against those eyils 
Which generally attend a conduct like yours. 
Be not deceived. In less than six short 
pionths these flattcrers will turn their backs 
‘on you, and if it suits their interest will be 
foremost in the yelping pack which runs 
you down. If you are saved, it will be by 
the manly spirit and virtue of those whom 
you traduce. 

You tell your Democratic Addressors 
that you expect, what you are pleased to 
call our distempered views (but what you 
‘had in the preceding period characterised 
as misconception and misrepresentation) 
will be understood by others ; that is to say, 
by forcign powers, as they are understood 
by you and your friends, in which case, the 

ce of America may be preserved. This 
isthe idea conveyed, but whether it be the 
idea which prevailed in your mind when 
you wrote, is a matter of no little doubt. 
It is high time, Sir, that you quit your jar- 
gon and speak plainly. If you are unable 
to express yourself in your mother tongue, 
acknowledge your ignorance, and the re- 
spectable part of this community will ex- 
cuse and pity your want of intellect. Hf, 
on the contrary, you pretend to understand 
English, but persist in the use of terms so 
dark and unintelligible, there is but one 
conclusion to be formed, and the_ world 
must adopt the single opinion that you have 
the malevolence to insinuate what you dare 
not assert. 


You go on to say, “ but should war be 


the consequence of these delusions and the ° 


errors of our dissatisfied citizens find afone- 
ment only in the blood of their soundet 
brethren, we must meet it as an evil ne- 
cessarily flowing from the liberty of speak- 
ing and writing which guards our other lib- 
erties.” That fs to say, ifa foreign pewer 
sheds the blood of democrats to. atone for 
the errors of federalists, it is consequent 
on their abuse of the liberty of the press. 


But how comes the word atonement in this © 


phrase ? If the federalists have so repre- 
sented the situation of this country as that 
foreigners, counting on our weakness, 
should wantonly and wickedly attack us, 
surely this federal crime which cannot of- 
fend foreigi’ powers cannot require the 
precious blood ef democrats as an atone- 
ment, Indeed sir, it is time, high time 
to speak plainly. Has Napoleon signified 
to you his resentment at what is said of him 
in American newspzpers? Is he about to 


: shed American blood to. atone for those in- 
fults which you have permitted ? If this be 


case that blood wiil rest on your head. 
hy have you permitted, not to say en- 
the scurrilfity which rendcrs 
American hewspapers proverbial! Was 
there no curb to licentiousness in the com- 


mon law? If there was why’ was it not us- 


ed? If there was not, why did you not ap- 
Ply to the legislature ? You are charged 
th our foreign relations, and you must ac- 


fount to the American frcofile for the exer: 


cise of that trust, \tis a manifest absurdi- 
ty to pretend that every scribbler can lawful- 


4¥ compromise the national peace end safe- 


ty.” And itis ridicu'ous to suppose thet 
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powerful soverciyns will sit down quietly 
under the most virulent abuse. To believe 
that every other monurch will haye the for- 
bearance exhibited by the British king ever 
since youand your adherents have exerted 
their talents and almost exhausted their 
power of speech to vilify him, is preposte- 
fous. Will you say in excuse, that to 
have proposed laws restraining the liberty 
of the press.would have been unpopular ? 
That poor excuse shall not avail. No vir- 
tuous freeman will ever assent to restraints 
on the liberty of the press, but every vir- 
{uous man, every man who has a proper 
regard for character, earncstly desires that 
proper measures may be adopted and pur- 
sued to correct the licentiousness of the 
press—to punish infamous liars who are a 
disgrace to any country and to any cause. 

The conclusion-of the parazraph above 
quoted deserves the more attention from 
the matter which preceded. You express 
entire confiiience that the ardor of your 
friends will be animated by considerations 
of the necessity, honor and justice of our 
cause. Thus, after all our wickedness, if 
war should take place, the cause of Amer- 
ica will be honorable and yust. What then 
is the federal crime ? You say, that if their 
distemperd views are not understood, they, 
by misrepresenting our situation encourage 
aggresion, and will occasion the spilling of 
democratic blood to atone for. their er- 
rors. Nevertheless, if war should be 
the consequence, our cause is honorable 
and just.—our situation the result of ne- 
cessity. Such assertions from a man in 
your station excite general apprehension. 
You ought therefore to have been explicit. 
But sinse you wrap Yourself up in mys- 
tery, it is our duty to call for explanations 
while we repel the calumny. 

That we shall be involved in a war has 
long been foreseen and foretold by some of 
our ablest statesmen as a necessary conse- 
quence,of your misconduct, that we are 
now at war with France is notorious, so far, 


-at least, as taking and destroying the prop- 


erty of onc nation by another can constitute 
the state of war when the assaulted nation 
neither resists nor returns the blows she re- 
ceives. The emperor has gone almost as far 
as he can,——~The ceremony of sending Mr. 
Armstrong io the Temple orto England 
had not indeed been performed when our 
last advices te ft Europe, but that he has long 
been treated with cisrespect we have good 
reason to believe. ‘Ye are founded also in 
the opinion that you have long possessed 
the information to which you now so darkly 
allude. And we repeat that it is your 
bounden. duty to speak.a plain intellegible 
language on a subject of such alarming im- 
port.

It will be recoliected, that in Champagny’s letier, 
it was declared that war existed between the U. S.

It now appears 
tha: our government has not been sufficiently prompt 
and decided in its measures of hostility against G.

For the Balance. 

THE President’s proclamation of the 
19th of April, declaring combinations to 
have been formed on Lake Champlain and 
the adjacent country, and against the au- 
thority of the laws, and requiring the aid 
of the military power for their suppression, 
has engaged my most serious reflections. 
The result of those reflections, is that it is 
a most daring and palpable violation of the 
laws of the land. I consider it of the most 
alarming tendency. 

The proclamation recites, “ That where- 
“ as information has been received, that sun- 
*‘ dry persons are combined or combining 


“ and confederated together on Lake Cham- - 
“ plain and the country thereto adjacent, 


“ for the purpose of forming insurrections 
“ against the authority of the laws of the 
“ United States, for opposing the same, and 
* obstructing their fair execution ; and that 
“ such combinations are too powerful to be 
* suppressed by the ordinary course of ju- 
‘s dicial proceedings, or by the powers vest- 
* ed in the marshals by the laws of the U- 
“ nited States.” 

Then “ to the end that the authority of 
the laws may be maintained,” &c. the pro- 
clamation “ requires and commands all of- 
“ ficers having authority, civil or military, 
“‘ who shall be found within the vicinage of 
“ such insurrections or combinations, to be 
** aiding and assisting by force of arms or o- 
** therwise to quell and subdue such insur- 
“ rections and combinations,” &c. 

Without. at present entering into a dis- 
cussion of thisextraordinary paper, 1 wish 
to. be indulged in propounding a few ques- 
tions, to which, with all deference, I re- 
quest explicit answers.
